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Blaze destroys 
downtown store

A Granite City landmark 
burned to the ground late 


Monday 
night 
GRANITE CITY Fire 


destroyed 
Jack and Jill’s Furniture, 1261 
Niedringhaus, and damaged 
surrounding buildings. No 
injuries were reported. 

The Granite City Fire 
Department responded at 
about 8:50 p.m. Monday. When 
the first fire truck arrived, 
flames had enveloped the 
building 

Assistant Fire Chief Jim 
Brawley said the source of the 
fire is unknown, but they have 
a clear picture of what 
happened. 

“(My guess) is that it 
smoldered for three to four 
hours,”’ he said. The fire broke 
out when it somehow got air. 

“It backdrafted and probably 
exploded,’ Brawley said. ‘‘The 
heat was pretty intense.”’ 

A backdraft is a fire that 
smolders without actually 
bursting into flames. It 
spreads until it runs out of 
oxygen, and all the while 
builds up intense heat, 
Brawley said. A smoldering 
fire can. break through a wall 
or break a window. 

Once a smoldering fire 
suddenly gets a new source of 
oxygen, the high temperature 
and burning embers in the air 
have an explosive effect. 

“A superheated building will 
even start to expand like it’s 
breathing,”’ he said. ‘First, it 
blows out, then sucks the air 
back in, then explodes,”’ 
Brawley said. 

Buildings across 
Niedringhaus testify to the 
force of the fire. Several 
windows cracked, and a few 
signs melted. The heat even 
melted a keyless entry on one

building. 

The fire department called 
out a general alarm, receiving 
assistance from the Melvin 
Price Support Base Fire 
Department, which supplied a 
truck and pumper. 

Firefighters could not save 
the buil ing 

“It was fully involved by the 
time the first truck was on the 
scene,’’ Brawley said. ‘‘“(We 
could only) stand back, throw 
water on it and protect 
exposures.’’ 

‘The apartment building 
adjacent to the store showed 
Sao of damage. Part of a 
brick wall from the furniture 
store fell on it, and some units 
suffered water damage. 

Firefighters temporarily cut 

off gas and electricity to 

nearby buildings. Streets still 
were blocked Tuesday morning 
while firefighters continued to 
put out hot spots. 

“Any time you have a 
collapse of a big building, it’s 
tough to get out the hot spots, 
but we’ll stay until it’s out,”’ 
he said. 

‘The department’s new 
100-foot aerial ladder was 
brought out Tuesday morning 
to reach a hot spot still 
smoldering at the far side of 
the building. 

Jack and Jill’s had been a 
fixture on the corner of 
Delmar and Niedringhaus for 
years. The store featured 
children’s and second-hand 
clothes as well as furniture.

Woman allegedly supplied drinks to youths

A Maryville mother accused of 
supplying alcohol to five youths was 
admonished not to have liquor in her 
home pending the outcome of 11 
misdemeanor charges against her. 

_Authorities are painting two 
different pictures of Linda 
Pomerantz. 


She is either a teetotaler unaware 
of a teen drinking binge in her home 
or an unthinking mother who bought 
liquor for a group of 13- and 
14-year-olds and encouraged its 
consumption 


Pomerantz, 46, of the 6200 block of 
Illinois 162, is accused of buying a 
combination of vodka, Wild Turkey 


whiskey and beer for a group of 
junior high school students Oct. 23 at 

er home before dropping them off at 
‘Tepee, a teen center in Collinsville, 
authorities said. 

She turned herself in Thursday 
morning during a brief court 
appearance before Circuit Judge 
Edward C. Ferguson. He reduced her 
bond from $20,000 to $3,000, allowing 
nee to post just $300 to stay out of 
jail. 
The only condition the judge set on 
the bond was that she not have 
alcohol in her home. That provision 
was sought by Susan Jensen, first 
assistant state’s attorney. 

Pomerantz is charged with five 
counts of endangering the health of a 
child by providing the teens with 
alcohol; five counts of contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor by aiding 


and encouraging them to drink; and 
one count of contributing to the 

lect of a minor by giving alcohol 
to her child and putting him in an 
“injurious environment.”” 

One of the youths drank so much 
that she required hospitalization and 
could have died, authorities said. 

Maryville Police Chief Don 
Sonnenberg said that four of the 
youths were dropped off at 
Pomerantz’s home the afternoon of 
Oct. 23 where they joined her 
14-year-old son. 

“‘According to the kids, they went 
to Linda’s house to wait for her to 
take them to Tepee and for a 
preplanned alcohol party, with the 
support of Linda,’’ Sonnenberg said. 

“Half the kids say (Pomerantz) 
had already gone out and bought the 
beer while the others say they . 


physically gave money to 
order for her to go out ans 
and other alcohol.’’ 

But Pomerantz’s attorney, John 
Rekowski of Collinsville, said the 
youths bought the alcohol on their 
own and were partying in her 
finished basement when she arrived 
home. 

“Out of respect for their privacy,” 
Pomerantz did not go to the 
basement and check on the children, 
Rekowski said 

Rekowski said it was not apparent 
to the mother that the children had 
been drinking. He said intoxication 
levels of the children had not peaked 
while they were in Pomerantz's 
presence

It was only after the teens had 
been dropped off at the Tepee that 
the intoxication was noticed, he said. 

Sonnenberg said the youths told 
police that Pomerantz had provided 
them with ‘‘vomit bags’’ and coffee 
before leaving for the youth center 
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between 6:30 and 6:45 p.m. 
Sonnenberg said one child got sick in 
the car and another fell out of the car 
once they arrived. 

Angie Hasamear, a member of the 
Tepee Board, said one youngster 
obviously was drunk when she 
arrived at the center. Hasamear said 
another volunteer smelled alcohol on 
the girl, who was taken to Anderson 
Hospital when her parents could not 
be reached by Tepee officials. Her 
blood-alcohol level was 0.23 percent, 
almost three times the legal limit, 
authorities said 


Rekowski said the allegations are 
untrue, particularly the part about 
the vomit bags. 

“It’s a great story, but it has 
nothing to do with reality.’’ 

At least one of the youths backs 
Pomerantz’s version of the story, 
Rekowski said. 


Rekowski said Pomerantz faces a 
maximum of one year in jail and an 
$11,000 fine if found guilty

Abused stray cat is cared for 


Feline found in East Alton with jaw wired shut 


A stray cat that recently was 
discovered in East Alton with 
its jaw wired shut is being 
cared for at the Metro East 
Humane Society shelter. 

The Siamese-mix cat was 
found last month by animal 
control workers in East Alton 
The cat was seriously under 
weight. Estimated to be about 
9 months old, the female cat 
weighed only 2% pounds 
Humane Society officials said 
it should weigh 8 to 10 pounds 

The cat was taken to a 
veterinarian to have the wire 
removed from its jaw. 

“When this sweet little 
blue-eyed cat arrived. at the 
shelter, she was extremely 
thin, flea-infested, had oil spots 
in her ears and could barely 
open her mouth because of the 
wire in-her jaw,”’ said Jill 
Wagenblast, €xecutive director 
of the Metro East Humane 
Society. 

“We decided to name her 
Hope, because we believe she 
must have been hoping that 
someone would find her and 


help her.”” 

The veterinarian who 
removed the wire said Hope 
apparently either was hit by a 
car or kicked in the face about 
three months ago, causing the 
broken jaw. The wire should 
have been removed at least 
several weeks ago, the vet 
said. Wagenblast said that’s 
why Humane Society officials 
estimate the cat was on its 
own for three weeks or more. 

Hope’s jaw had been broken 
on both sides, but only one side 
was wired shut. The wiring 
appeared to have been done by 
a veterinarian 

“We don’t know why one 
side was wired only,” 
Wagenblast said 

Because the unset side 
healed improperly, Hope now 
can only open her ‘mouth about 
a quarter-inch wide. It isn’t 
known yet how much more jaw 
mobility she might regain. 





“She wasn’t able to eat 
hardly anything while she was 
out there. That's why she was 


so thin,’”” Wagenblast said 
“But she was able to drink, so 
she was not dehydrated.” 

The jaw injury also has 
caused paralysis to the right 
side of Hope’s face. 





However, Hope now is able 
to eat canned cat food, 
although she can’t chew dry 
food. 


Humane Society officials are 
hoping that media attention 
about the case will help them 
find the cat’s owner. 





“If someone does recognize 
her or a veterinarian 
recognizes her as the cat they 
did the wiring on, we hope 
they will contact us,” 
Wagenblast said 

If no one comes forward to 
claim her, Hope will be cared 
for at the shelter until she is 
ready for adoption. 

“We need to keep her for 
several weeks just to put | 
weight on her and to monitor 
her health,”” Wagenblast said

cents, costs 16 cents less than a national 
brand.

Testers gave every variety high marks 
in quality. As far as the healthiness of 
the ‘healthy recipe’’ line, a big saving is

Women must be aware 
of breast cancer risks

Breast cancer always 
warrants candid 
discussion among women. 
While heart disease is 
still the No. 1 killer of 
women, they say they 
fear breast cancer more 
than heart disease, 
osteoporosis, uterine 
cancer or depression.

MEDICINE CHEST

well informed about 
breast cancer and its 
risks, but others could 
understand their full risk 
better to take charge of 
checking for it 
themselves. 

Risk factors for breast 
cancer include family 
history, older age and 
previous history of breast 
cancer. What a person 
eats has not been 
confirmed yet as a risk 
factor for breast cancer. 
The U.S. National Cancer 
Institute estimates as 
many as 29 million 


Some 


women are at 
higher-than-average risk 
of developing breast 
cancer. 

In a recent survey of 
854 women, Opinion 
Research Corporation 
found only 30 percent of 
women get annual 
mammograms. However, 
50 percent of the women 
said they would make a 
conscientious effort to get 
one if a physician told 
them they were at high 
risk. 

Concern over breast 
cancer is greatest among 
women in their 40s and 
50s. What is interesting is 
that women in their 60s 
are a higher risk, yet 
appear to be less 
informed of the risk and 
less concerned it. More 
than three-fourths of 
breast cancers are found 
in women over the age of 
50. 

Breast cancer is the 
most common form of 
cancer in women, so it is 
worth attention and 
discussion. More than 
178,000 new cases of 


breast cancer will be 
diagnosed this year, 
many of them because 
women have found a 
lump in a self-exam or 
normal movements, such 
as while taking a shower. 
Because of the age 
factor, even older women 
should be aware of 
changes in their bodies. 

It is encouraging that 
treatment of breast 
cancer has improved 
dramatically over the 
last 10 years. Another 
new treatment was just 
approved in September 
With early detection and 

rompt treatment, the 
ive-year survival rate is 
97 percent.

Ford’s Windstar 
finally has four 
doors. But changes 
for 1999 go muc: 
deeper. A fairly 
major. restyle gives 
it a lighter, livelier 
look and a top-line 
luxury model, the 
SEL, was created 
to compete in the 
upper echelon of 
the minivan seg- 
ment. 

From its intro- 
duction in 1995 
until now, this 
well-executed mini- 
van has been one 
door short of its competition, but now it 
goes one step further by adding a power 
option to both sliding doors. Adding the 
extra door rentared substantive structural 
changes, and the body now is 26 percent 
stiffer torsionally and 33 percent more 
resistant to bending. A quieter ride and ¢ 
fewer vibrations are side benefits as well. 

The fresh styling includes a front end 
with shorter overhang, bigger headlights 
and a bright chrome grill on the SE and 
SEL. This new face carries a bit of Ford’s 
“New Edge” look and does away with the 
droop-snout look of the former model. 
Lower-body panels are trimmed with 
chrome on the SEL, and all versions have 
their muscular rear-wheel bulges accentu- 
ated, as well. 

Power plants remain the same: a 150- 
horsepower, 3.0-liter V-6 and a 3.8-liter V-6 
with split-induction system and 200 horse- 

ower. Prices range trom $24,240 for the 
4X to $30,995 for the SEL, which is the

model I drove. A basic model with the 
smaller 3.0-liter engine starts at $20,800, 
but most buyers will prefer the larger 
engine and more standard equipment. 

_Our pre-production SEL, a black-over- 
silver full-luxury model that has been cre- 
ated to compete with fancy vans such as 
Chrysler’s Town & Country LXi, was as 
cushy inside as a limousine. There were 
seats for seven 12 four buckets and one 
bench % and all were covered in light- 
gray leather. Rear heating/cooling was 
standard, with outlets in the ceiling as 
well as separate back-seat controls. Other 
items included power side doors, back-up 
sensors, anti-lock brakes and side air bags 

_ built into the front seats. 

The power doors can be operated from 
two locations inside the vehicle as well as 
with the keyless remote. We were enter- 
taining some visitors from Russia on a 
recent Saturday and they were absolutely 
fascinated with the power doors. Vehicles 
like the Windstar are extremely rare in 
their home country, and they loved it 

Putting seven full-size adults inside was 
a tight squeeze. Both the middle captain’s 
seats and the third-row bench are 
adjustable fore and aft for leg room, 
which helps. 

The backrest of the third seat folds for- 
ward should you need the space. If you 
want to haul large things, however, the 
third seat has to be removed, which is not 
exactly a one-person task. 

While the 200-horsepower engine has 
adequate power for most'situations, it felt 
a bit. sluggish for hauling seven adults. 
The Windstar has always handled well, 
not only in turns but on the highway, 
where it rides with luxury-car comfort 
With seven aboard, however, its responses 
were less than sharp, but that is to be 
expected.

The instrument panel remains much the 
same as before in general configuration. 
The radio is new, as is the front/rear heat- 
ing/cooling control. A large cup holder 
slides out of the dash, and there are others 
throughout the vehicle. 

Other new things: 

A reverse sensing system ($245) consists 
of four sensors in the back bumper that 
detect obstacles within 6 feet. As you back 
up, warning beeps grow closer together 
until there is a steady tone when the vehi- 
cle is within 10 inches of the object. Since 
seeing out the back of minivans is chal 
lenging. and since they are used by so 
many families, this system adds a wel- 
come level of security. The system was 
very sensitive. It even beeped when I 
backed down a moderately sloped drive, 
for example, and there was nothing to hit 

The second-row bench seat can be | 
placed on either left or right side, giving 
owners the option of having the aisle to 
the third seat on either side. 

Front seat passengers can listen to the 
radio or stereo cassette while back-seat 
passengers listen to CDs, and vice versa. 

The doors won't lock if they are shut 
while the key is in the ignition. 

Front brakes have larger rotors, twin. 
piston calipers and a bigger reservoir for 
better response with less pedal effort 

These updates give the Windstar a 
new character and fix its former short- 
comings. Now, if it just had a third seat 
that folded into the floor instead of having 
to be removed. 

The base price of the Windstar SEL is 
$30,995. Traction control, heated mirrors, 
floor console and reverse sensors bring the 
sticker price to $31,565. 

The basic warranty is for three years 
or 36,000 miles.

The city of Milwaukee has received a grant of nearly half 
a million dollars from the federal government to begin an 
ze ariontit study of aggressive driving and means of reduc- 
ing it. 

“Aggressive driving is more than a traffic problem. It is 
a growing threat to public safe' said U.S. Secretary of 
Transportation Rodney FE. Slater, in announcing a grant of 
$476,595 to Milwaukee and its police department for the 
study. The city was one of 26 that competed for the grant,- 
which will be matched by $173,716 in local funds. ca 

Slater said the study will provide information that can be 
used by law enforcement agencies across the U.S. to devel 
op Brey nuon strategies. =< 

“For too many families, the consequences of just a singles 
instant of aggressive driving are often tragic,” said Ricard& 
Martinez, administrator of the National Highway Traffic = = 
Safety Administration = 

Federal offi s said the Milwaukee project will develop 
innovative enforcement strategies to reduce aggressive — 
driving and develop and evaluate the effectiveness of public 
information and educatian programs to discourage it = 

The program also will document the involvement of drugs 
and alcohol in aggressive driving and identify legislative,= 
prosecution and judicial needs to address the problem. = 

The federal agencies said they soon will release a nation- 
al survéy of aggressive driving practices and next year will 
host a national summit on the issue. The summit will = 
include law enforcement officers, prosecutors and represéh- 
tatives of judicial bodies to develop “a workable definitiom: 
of aggressive driving, guidelines for law enforcement and- 
the judiciary for charging and sentencing, and materials to 
increase awareness of the issue.” = 

The study likely will be followed with great interest by = 
law enforcement agencies and some motorists. -
